American Derby Winner’s First Crop 


Will Start Racing Next Year 


Yearlings from the first crop by Fighting Step have aroused a lot 
of interest at training tracks and farms this winter. Not only are 
they flashy with lots of style but they are showing the speed their 
sire possessed in 1945 and 1946. It was then that Fighting Step 
Was the best 3-year-old colt of the year, winning the 1945 American 
Derby; and the following year winning sprint stakes in New York 
(3/4 in 1:10 4/5, ete.).

BELDINE, from the *Teddy line, and out of the great 
stakes family from which also comes Fair Play, entered the 
stud in 1949. The 1950 season will mark his second year. 


Beldine is remembered by New England race goers as a 
brilliantly fast 2-year-old—a stakes winner at two and three. 
He won the James H. Connors Memorial Handicap at Suffolk 
Downs, 5 furlongs in :58 2/5 and at three won the Paul Revere 
Handicap, 1 1/16 miles at Suffolk Downs in 1:43 5. 


Beldine is a son of *Bel Aethel, a three-quarter brother to 
*Bull Dog, *Sir Gallahad III and half-brother to Admiral Drake 
and Bois Roussell. *Bel Aethel was extremely successful in 
siring winners—consistently good winners—before his stud 
career was cut short by his death. The dam of Beldine is 
Sourdine, a daughter of *Royal Minstrel. Her first, second, and 
third dams are Prudish, Polly Flinders, and Slippers, respec- 
tively. The latter was a half sister to the great sire Fair Play.

The highest priced weanling sold at the 1949 Keeneland Fall Sales was the $5,500 paid by Claiborne 
Stud for a brown filly by Polynesian—the first Polynesian to be sold at public auction. We believe that 
this is a concrete way of expressing an opinion about a young sire’s potential. 

Polynesian, his oldest are now weanlings, was retired from racing in 1947 as the leading sprint 
horse of the year. It was Polynesian’s ability to carry high weights and run in record times that made 
him such a standout—he won from 5% furlongs to 1 3/16 miles. 

Polynesian set or equalled six track records, including one world record. In these record runs he 
earried 126 lbs. twice, 129 lbs. three times, and 130 lbs. once. He carried 13 to 21 pounds more than 
the previous record holders.

The Minimum Purse Wins a Pyrrhic Victory 


E take the liberty of quoting at some length 

from Hoof Prints, the mimeographed bulletin 

of the California Thoroughbred Owners and Train- 
ers Association, dated November 15, 1949:

This fight was a matter of principle with the horse-

United action has again proved its worth to California 
horsemen. Their firm stand against reductions in minimum 
purses at Tanforan, strengthened by the refusal of jockeys 
to accept mounts for races below the $2,000 minimum. 
has forced the track to reverse its position and maintain 
the $2,000 minimum purses called for in the original 
license issued by the California Horse Racing Board. 


After only three days of operation, the track manage- 
ment had notified horsemen that because its mutuel handle 
was far below expectations it intended to request per- 
mission from the Board to reduce the minimum to $1,500. 
Naturally, this became the most important subject for dis- 
cussion at the first of the general meetings for all horse- 
men, sponsored by CTOTA, and held in the Tanforan 
Clubhouse on Friday, November 4th. 


More than 100 horsemen attended this meeting, and 
many of them voiced their objections to the cut. Owner 
Elmer Spinden, of the Taste Good Stable, for instance, 
made a splendid talk. He made the point that cost-of- 
living indexes are widely used these days as an equitable 
measuring stick for determining labor’s wages, farm in- 
come and many other things, and that there has been no 
drop in the cost of operating a racing stable. Therefore. 
he said, track managements should net expect horsemen to 
take a cut in the purse for which they were competing. 
Following thorough discussion, the horsemen voted unani- 
mously not to accept the proposed reduction. 

Track officials were notified of this decision and it was 
thought that the matter was settled. However, as a_pre- 
cautionary measure, President Luke wrote to the Racing 
Board, teiling them of the unanimous action of the horse- 
men, and giving their reasons. He emphasized, among 
other things, that the program voluntarily submitted to the 
Board for approval had called for the $2,000 minimum: 
that the license to operate had been granted on that basis; 
that horsemen bad shipped to Tanforan prepared their horses 
for racing there with the implied understanding that this 
minimum would prevail throughout the meeting. To reduce 
the minimum would not be keeping faith. 


At the Racing Board meeting on November 10th the 
proposed reduction was not discussed in open sessions. 
Board members met in closed session with Tanforan Presi- 
dent Eugene Mori and General Manager Fred Ryan, how- 
ever, and later announced approval of a reduction in mini- 
mum purses to $1,700. Horsemen were quick to reply that 
this cut was unacceptable and that they would refuse to 
enter any horses in races written for purses less than 
$2,000. On behalf of the Jockeys Guild, Bert Thompson an- 
nounced that jockeys would refuse mounts on any _ horses 
which might be entered in such races by any owners whose 
greed for a purse exceeds their loyalty to a principle. The 
jockeys did not relish the cut in their incomes any more 
than the owners and trainers relished the cut in their po- 
tential winnings. 


A stormy session of the Racing Board took place next 
day at Tanferan, during which CTOTA Field Representa- 
tive Johnnie Beverly drew the wrath of Chairman Loyd 
Wright by charging that the procedure of reducing purses 
without an open hearing was very undemocratic, but no de- 
cision was reached. The meeting was continued on Satur- 
day, when it became clear that owners, trainers, and 
jockeys were still one hundred per cent opposed, and in- 
tended to remain united in their opposition. The track 


California tracks as a purse which is fair to horsemen and 
management alike. It must be maintained until tracks 
PROVE they can’t pay it. If cuts must be made in ex- 
penses, there are places where savings are possible with- 
out penalizing the people who put on the show and make 
racing possible. And if cuts in purses must be made, why 
not look first at the stake races instead of the overnights 
which are needed to fill the card! 


We have quoted the CPOTA at length in 
order to indicate the breakneck speed at which 
horsemen sometimes can travel down a blind alley 
—and pat themselves on the back at the same time. 
A few more such victories and they will have lost 
a war. 


What the Tanforan management wanted to 
do, as we understand it, was to reduce its minimum 
purse in order to provide its better class of horses 
with larger earning capacity. Its able racing sec- 
retary, Barry Whitehead, and its able management 
apparently had concluded that the meeting’s best 
hope of success lay in the possibility of making its 
racing programs more attractive to the public, 

But the horsemen won, and they are getting 
what they asked for. During the first 15 days of 
the meeting there were a total of 122 races, of 
which 102, or 83.6 per cent, were under claiming 
conditions. ‘The few stakes races at ‘Tanforan have 
modest purses, but the horsemen recommend cut- 
ting them to still lower figures—in order to be 
sure that no selling plater runs for a purse of less 
than $2,000. ‘This, with the elimination of non- 
claiming overnight races, is the surest method of 
making horse racing unprofitable for everybody. 

We are not citing this case in order to hand 
dewn our own judgment of a complicated situa- 
tion. We are more concerned with the generalities 
exposed in this example. 

The higher the minimum purse, in propor- 
tion to the association’s total resources for purses, 
the closer the average race will tend to approach 
the minimum class. ‘The duller the racing program, 
the more likely is it that the attendance will de- 
cline. As the attendance thins out and_ betting 
drops, the aggregate of purses—and the minimum 
as well—will inevitably be forced downward. To- 
day racing is following this downward spiral. 

“Better purses for better horses’ has been one 
of the best slogans of American racing. But in few 
instances has it been anything more than a slogan. 
Until more tracks adopt it as active policy the 


fortunes of owners and breeders are not likely to 
improve.

Bowie Stirs the Manly Breast; 
The Question of Where to Cut

What attracts people to Bowie is a 
matter not distinctly understood in_ this 
corner. This is perhaps not clearly stated; 
the question is why Bowie has a peculiar 
fascination for a considerable number of 
horse players. and gives them something 
they don’t find elsewhere. 

The track opens the Maryland season 
in the spring and closes it in the fall, and 
as a Consequence it’s usually cold or rainy 
or both, and sometimes the track freezes 
up. This doesn’t matter to Bowie's ad- 
herents. “Bowie weather,” they say. hud- 
dling down in their coats. 

But they say it with a smile. as if they 
didn’t want any other kind of weather. 
Sometimes I think it’s the same thing 
that prompts a man to get up hours be- 
fore dawn and sit in a cramped position 
in a leaky boat in a windswept duck 
blind. or to go out and wade in a cold 
wet river after a lousy fish. All three tend 
to give a man a high opinion of his phys- 
ical hardihood, without subjecting him to 
any actual danger or privation. 

The worst of it is that this department. 
after a long period of immunity. is begin- 
ning to feel twinges of this same attrac- 
tion, for on opening day. though it was 
cold and rained a little. didn’t 
seem a bad place to be. T hope Pm not 
getting to be the outdoors type. 

One thing noticeable is that 
children charge the totalisator with con- 
siderable verve and elan, like the Six Hun- 
dred at Balaclava. as if they expected to 
win. They don’t. naturally, the totalisator 
having been made virtually foolproof. but 
they don’t go up to the windows like a 
quarry slave scourged to his dungeon.

mark that simple justice or common sense 


suggests that purses should be graded 
according to the quality of the horses 
which compete for them may have the 


satisfaction of being right but not very 
influential. 

I sometimes think it doesn’t matter a 
great deal. Reduction of stakes values 


moves horses of minor stakes class down 
to the $10.000 claiming ranks. This forces 
the $10,000 horse down to the $6,000 di- 


vision. and horses in that class are chased 
down to the $3.000 ranks. and the $3,000 
horse is squeezed out at the bottom, just 
as he would have been if the minimum 
purse had been dropped below subsistence 
level to begin with. 

It means. of course. that all horses are 
worth less in the long haul. and that peo- 
ple coming in to build claiming § stables 
don’t need as much capital. This puts us 
back to about 1934. In some respects 1934 
wasn't a bad place to be—at least we were 
all 15 vears younger—and if the tracks 
want to 


go through the cycle again, at 
least the cycle is plainly there for any- 
body to see. But if the minimum purse 
is kept up. and the stakes cut down. it’s 
a good time to sell broodmares. 


OPPORTUNITY. A horse hardly knows 
which way to go. Last summer My Re. 
quest was put in a stakes. with the Whit- 
aker stable planning to retire him if he 
ran badly. Instead he won it. and so he 
had to race more. When Royal 
Governor. possibly moved by this cireum- 
stance. dropped the Westchester Handi- 
cap near the close of the New York sea- 
son. he too went the wrong way. If he'd 
won it, he could have been in Camden 
now. with the rest of the string. But he 
dropped to third, and already he has had 
to run in the Thomas K. Lynch Handi- 
cap at Bowie. and he still has the Bryan 
and O’Hara. on December 3. coming up.

Straus Horses 
Average $2,711 


At the Timonium Fair Grounds, in 
Maryland. on the night of November 25, 
horses belonging to the estate of Henry 
L. Straus were sold at auction. Mr. Straus 
had died in an airplane accident near 
Baltimore on October 25. The Straus con- 
signament numbered 38 head. In addition, 
14 horses belonging to others were sold, 
bringing the total to 52. 

For the 52 head, a total of $113,400 
was obtained, average $2,181. For the 38 
head in the Straus consignment the total 
was $103,000, average $2,711. 

The sale was held under adverse weath- 
er conditions—a report from the ringside 
said “snowing and miserable’—but a 
crowd estimated at 1,500 persons attended. 
It was one of the largest gatherings ever 
to attend a Maryland sale. Bidding was 
brisk, and the prices were considered quite 
good. The auction was conducted by the 


Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, 


with Humphrey S. Finney as announcer 
and George Swinebroad as auctioneer. 

The Straus consignment broke down as 
follows: 8 yearlings, total $39,900, aver- 
age $4.988; 7 weanlings. $8,800, $1,257; 
13 horses-in-training, $39,800, $3,062; 8 
broodmares, $7,100. $888; and 2 stallions, 
$7,400. $3,700. Three of the Straus horses 
were not offered at the auction, and will 
be retained by Mrs. Straus. They are 
Pilaster, which has been racing under lease 
to Trainer Frank Bonsal; the excellent 
producer Ladyinthemoon; and her stakes- 
winning daughter Nokomis. 

David N. Rust, Jr., bought the stal- 
lion New Moon, which will stand at Mr. 
Rust’s Rockridge Farm, Leesburg, Va. The 
price was $6,100. A. W. Messersmith, of 
Baltimore, bought the stallion Quarter 
Moon for $1,300. The horse will make the 
1950 stud season at Inverness Farm, Monk- 
ton, Md. 

Top price of the Straus sale was $12,800, 
which L. S. MacPhail. the former baseball 
executive, paid for a yearling chestnut 
filly which is a sister to New Moon and 
a half sister to Quarter Moon and Nokomis. 
The yearlings had been broken, but not 
tried. 

Considering the sale as a whole, 10 
yearlings brought $44,000, average $4,400;

“Horse of the Year” honors for 1949 
fell to Greentree Stable’s Capot by a vote 
of 101. to 84. in a poll conducted by Daily 
Racing Form. Runner-up. and leader in 
the handicap division. was Calumet Farm’s 
Coaltown. a likely candidate for first 
honors until he was handed decisive de- 
feats by Capot in the Sysonby Mile and 
the Pimlico Special. 

Capot. bred and owned by the Green- 
tree Stable. won six races in 16 starts. 
and earned $283,335 for the year. Coupled 
with last year’s earnings of $92,150, his 
total amounts to $330,485. His six vic- 
tories were in the Chesapeake, Preakness, 


and Belmont Stakes: Jerome Handicap. 
Sysonby Mile. and Pimlico Special. The 
selection of Capot marked the first time 
that Mrs. Charles S. Payson and John 
Hay Whitney had owned a Horse of the 
Year. 

Coaltown, winner of 12 out of 15 starts, 
and beaten only by Capot (twice), and 
Dixiana Stable’s Star Reward (once), 
earned $276.125. His total earnings are 
$380,775. Coaltown’s loss to Star Reward 
was in the Equipoise Mile at Arlington 
Park. 

Results of the poll were tabulated from 
ballots filled in by 29 experts, selected by 
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1l broodmares brought $8,500, average 
$773: 3 stallions, $7,500. average $2,500; 
9 weanlings, $9,400, average $1,044; 4 2- 
year-olds, $2,800. $700; and 15 others, in- 
cluding horses-in-training, $41,200, average

LAST WEEK, in beginning the discussion of the 
geologic ages of the horse, Dr. Haag wrote of 1. 
the Eohippus, or “dawn horse,” the oldest horse 
known, and 2. Orohippus, or “short horse,” his 
successor of about 44 million years ago. The dis- 
cussion of succeeding fossil forms continues. 


(Installment No. 4) 


3. Epihippus lived in the closing stage 
of Eocene time. This horse is considered 
to be somewhat removed from the direct 
line of ascent. Hence the name means 
“outside the horse.” Although only a few 
fossil specimens of this animal have been 
found, it is now recognized that the 
changes it exhibits are steps along the 
same line of development as seen in 
Orohippus. 

The third premolar, like the fourth in 
Orohippus, became molar-like, so that the 
cheek “grinders” numbered five. The first 
and second premolars remained simple, 
but the pattern of crests on the molars was 
more sharply defined. 

The central digit of both fore and hind 
feet was larger and stronger than before.

The fore foot still had four digits, but the 
outer one was very small and slender. The 
hind foot had again three toes. 


4. Mesohippus, the “middle horse,” 
was so named because it was recognized 
that he was midway between the earliest 
forms and modern horses. There was a 
great jump in the developmental series 
here. and it is almost certain that inter- 
mediate forms will be found some day. 
Mesohippus lived during Early and Middle 
Oligocene time. This form was about the 
size of a collie or wolf. The head was 
rather slender and the nose pointed. The 
neck was still short, the back rounded, 
and the hips higher than the shoulders. 


Several important changes may be noted 
in teeth and limbs. Three of the four 
premolars were now almost completely 
indistinguishable from the molars, indi- 
cating a continued emphasis of grazing, 
and a reduction of browsing habits. Both 
fore and hind feet were three-toed, and 
the side toes were much smaller than the 
central one.

In the fore foot the outer digit, so well 
preserved in Epihippus, was reduced to 
a mere nodular splint in Mesohippus. The 
two main lower bones of the fore leg had 
undergone change, and the radius was 
bearing most of the load. The ulna was 
very slender, though complete. In_ the 
lower hind leg the fibula was reduced to 
a thin rod of bone lying against the tibia 
and, in part, co-ossified with it. 


The brain had increased in size along 
with the increase in body size, but it re- 
tained some of the primitive characters 
of the ancestral types. Nevertheless, the 
brain apparently possessed structures that 
were typical of later horses. 


5. Miohippus (“lesser horse”) was 
Upper Oligocene in age and was hardly 
distinguishable from Mesohippus except 
in increased size. It was about the size of 
a sheep. The feet were similar to the 
preceding form, and the side toes sup- 
ported some of the body weight. In the 
hind limb there was a shifting of some 
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of the ankle bones to produce a more 
solid centering of weight on the central 
digit. One peculiarity of this genus was 
the marked elongation of the cannon bones 
and extreme shortening of the phalanges. 
Browsing was still the principal mode of 
feeding. 

6. Parahippus (“near horse’) lived in 
Early Miocene times from Texas to 
Canada. There was some range in size of 
this animal, but generally it attained a 
greater bulk than Miohippus. He was slen- 
der and probably very alert. 


The fore limbs were almost the length 
of the hind legs, so that the back was 
nearly flat. The head was markedly slen- 
der and !ong-faced, with a bony ring form- 
ing the hack of the eyesocket—a distinc- 
tive feature of all later horses. 

There was an increase in size of the 
premolar teeth, all being larger than the 
molars. All the cheek teeth had longer 
crowns and cement-filled valleys between 
the crests in the enamel layer. The 
“mark” “cup” appeared for the first 
time in the incisors or cropping teeth. 
These features of tooth structure clearly 
indicate that grazing was the dominant 


feeding habit. 


7. Merychippus (“desert horse”) lived 
during Middle and Late Miocene times 
and was represented by many species 
that ranged from Florida to California 
and Oregon. Throughout the time this 
form lived, it showed rapid advances to- 
ward modern horse characteristics. Mery- 
chippus was only slightly larger than 
Parahippus. The head was relatively large. 
with the nose projecting downward. The 
body was similar in outline to the modern 
horse, with a distinct “saddle” in the 
back. The neck was long, so that grazing 


was possible without spreading the fore 
legs. One complete skeleton measured 39 
inches high at the shoulder. about the size 
of our smallest ponies. 


Merychippus was a three-toed horse. but 
the side toes were.slender and reduced in 
leneth. so that thev did not touch the 
ground in wealking. The legs were thin. 
and in the adult stage the radius and ulna 
were fused into one bone, as in modern 
horses. They were still separate bones in 
the young. however. and became fused as 
the animal grew older. 

The nermanent teeth had a heavy ce- 
ment filling in the vallevs between the 
crests. and a strone grindine surface was 
developed on the cheek teeth. These teeth 
were now becoming more like those found 
in later horses. In the early forms of 
Mervchipnus the teeth were about as high 
as wide. bnt in the last stage they were 
nearly 214 times as high as they were 
broad. 

8. Pliohippus is so named because it 
was the dominant horse of Pliocene times. 
The first species of this form appeared in 
Late Miocene. but it was in the Pliocene 
epoch that it gained its full stature. When 
first becoming common it was about the 
size of the ass. but later was as large as 
some of our modern Arabs. In fact, its 
general conformation was much like that 
of the Arab. except that the head was 
larger in proportion. so that some forms 
resembled the zebra. 

Most important was the fact that this 
was the first of the true-one-toed horses. 
Small side toes did persist for a while. but 
in most of the later species only splints 
present. In general the feet were 
strong. and heavy. and the cannon bones 
were long and strong. The teeth were not

longer than before, but were like modern 
horse teeth in that they “grew” during 
most of the life of the animal. 


9. Plesippus lived in great numbers in 
Late Pliocene time in Texas and Cali- 
fornia. The name is another that means 
“near horse.” It exhibited traits that are 
transitional between the first one-toed 
horses and modern forms. In size it com- 
pared with modern Arabs, although it 
was shorter and less rounded in the body. 

The head was almost identical with 
Equus. The feet were modern, and _ the 
side toes were mere splints. In all fea- 
tures excent the teeth. Plesippus was very 
modern. Curiously enouch. the teeth re- 
sembled those of Pliohippus, but they 
were longer and straighter. 


10. Equus is the name applied to 
modern type horses that have lived from 
the besinning of Pleistocene to Recent 
times. The characters that distinguished 
Equus from earlier horses are mostly 
concerned with minute details of the 
structure of the teeth. 

During the Ice Age. these horses ranged 
nearly all the world and varied in 
size from that of a Shetland pony to larger 
than our largest living draft horses. As 
noted before. all of the known forms 
died out in the New World. although they 
were most numerous here. It is to the 
Old World that we must turn to find the 
form or forms that gave rise to living 
horses. It is hardly to be expected that 
the true horses. the asses, the zebras. and 
the quaggas all were derived from the 
same immediate Pleistocene ancestor. 

In summary. the evolution of the horse 
presents a picture of developmental prog: 
ress: increase in body and brain size. in-

A Battle Won by Parasites 


CocHABAMBA, BOLIVIA 

A few years ago a gray filly named 

*Bayflight won the Periosteum Plate at 

Folkestone, England. Later she was im- 

ported to the U. S., and although she was 

by Baytown and had raced well, she was 
apparently not able to reproduce well. 


She was sold to the U. S. Army Re- 
mount Service for $300 and was in foal 
at the time. I saw her for the first time 
in March, 1945. Her breeding was very 
attractive. her record showed she could 
run, her conformation was better than av- 
erage and because of these things I liked 
her. But I soon found out why this was 
a minority opinion around the stable. 

*Bayflight had been in the broodmare 
band for four seasons. She had aborted 
once, been barren once. and twice had 
puny foals which had been impossible to 
rear. Such a record doesn’t help the 
efficiency of the band. An unusual thing 
about this mare was the pin-point scars 
of a firing iron in a neat pattern over the 
croup, in that fleshy part of the hind quar- 
ters just in rear of the hip bones. I had 
never seen a horse fired there before, and 


I deduced that in her past was a history 
of some obscure lameness. 


On April 28, 1946, *Bayflight produced 
her third living foal for the Remount. It 
was a small, crooked, and goiterous foal 
by the stallion *Open Door. Since one of 
her previous foals had been born with 
a goiter, this mare had been fed an 
iodine supplement during this pregnancy. 
It is not unusual that this should happen. 
for in my experience the occurrence of 
goiter in an occasional foal seems to be 
more closely associated with infection than 
the lack of iodine. 

One Sunday afternoon in July of that 
same year we noted that she was lame. 
She was grazing in the field with the 
other mares. She was caught and led to 
the stable. While being led she became 
lamer and lamer. and it was doubtful 
whether or not she would be able to 
reach her stall. Once in her stall she 


collapsed. She was suffering piteously as 
she stared, wild-eyed. at all that went on 
around her. She breathed rapidly. and 
although her hind legs were cold and in- 
sensitive, she perspired profusely. Her 


pain was abated by a sedative. She be- 
came quiet, stretched out on her bed of 
straw, nickered a few times for her little 


foal, and died. 


VICTIM. *Bayflight was a victim of 
parasites. specifically strongyles or blood- 
worms.

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larvae knew some horse would get them, 
and they were on their destructive way. 
Down the intestinal tract they went, and 
from there they worked their way into 
the bloodstream. Once in the bloodstream 
some went through the liver, some went 
through the lungs, others went elsewhere, 
but all did some damage, and a few died 
on the way. After four months, some 
eventually reached the large intestines. 
These were mature now, and they sunk 
their heads into the velvety lining to feed 
upon life-blood and to lay thousands of 
eggs which would pass out with the feces 
and begin a new life cycle. 


But the parasites that killed *Bayflight 
were the ones that lodged in her largest 
artery, the aorta. They chose a_ spot 
around the origin of the iliac arteries, the 
arteries which supply the blood to the 
hind legs, and there in an irritating way 
they loitered. Soon, because of their pres- 
ence, the artery became weak, jagged and 
rough (an aneurism), instead of strong 
and slick and smooth as arteries should 
be. Clots began to form and to block 
the flow of blood in the artery (a throm- 
bus). Less and less blood flowed through. 
There was enough blood for ordinary 
“setting around,” but when the filly grew 
and was put to training, it was evident 
something was wrong. 


What was wrong was that there wasn’t 


enough blood getting into those legs to 
keep her going like she should have gone. 
Likewise, as a broodmare the ever enlarg- 
ing clot allowed only sufficient blood to 
circulate for the production of little weak 
foals. Eventually the normal flow of blood 
was impaired to such an extent that on 
that fateful Sunday it was completely 
stopped. and she died. After death a clot 
about thirty inches in length was found 
extending from the aneurism down into 
the iliac arteries, nearly completely fill- 
ing them. Only a small part of the throm- 
bus (clot) was recently formed. 


By the way, the foal, orphaned by her 
death at three months of age, was weaned 
and fed powdered milk and crushed oats. 
It is now a well built colt of the Quarter 
Horse type, short of legs and _ heavily 
muscled. 


RED APPLE. We do not know how 
many Thoroughbreds are affected like this 
each year. Probably not many, but cer- 
tainly more than is generally suspected. 
Ottoway and Bingham reported their find- 
ings in the Veterinary Record (England). 
They found that in a group of ponies 
examined, most of them had aneurisms 
and thrombi, and that strangely enough 
there was no correlation between the ap- 
pearance of the animal, his physical con- 
dition, and the number of worm eggs in 
his feces or the extent of the aneurism 


present. In other words, it would have 
been possible in this group, metaphorical. 
ly speaking, to have bought a shiny red 
apple only to have found the flesh full 
of worm holes. 

It is practically impossible to free an 
animal living under animal conditions, 
even the best, from parasites. The most 
we can do is to control the parasites. The 
way to control bloodworms or strongyles 
is to break their life cycle. They are vul- 
nerable in two stages of this cycle. First, 
as they live as mature worms within the 
intestinal tract of the horse. Second, as 
they live as free larvae on the ground. 

Since it is the young horse which suf- 
fers the greatest damage from the para- 
site, it is the young horse which . must 
receive the greatest protection. It takes a 
strongyle about four months from the time 
it is ingested until it becomes a mature 
parasite within the large intestine of the 
foal. Therefore the foal will be about six 
months old when it is ready for its first 
worming (sooner if there is clinical evi- 
dence of parasitism). After this, about 
twice a year will be often enough to worm 
the foal until it is ready for training. 

As soon as training begins, the periods 
at pasture will be shortened, their rein- 
festations less, and their need of a vermi- 
fuge will be infrequent. A mature animal

Leaders of the 1949 Season: 
Aga Khan, Nearco, and Dante 


LONDON 

The flat racing closed at Manchester 
on November 19. The winter is given 
over to the hurdlers and the steeple- 
chasers. who will hold the stage until 
the 1950 opens at Lincoln on 
March 16. 

By far the most successful owner- 
breeder has been the Aga Khan. His studs 
produced 24 winners of 50 races to the 
value of £69,976. His own colours were 
carried by 19 winners and they won 39 
races valued in the aggregate at £68.916. 
The Aga Khan’s breeding successes are 
a record in prize-money. The previous 
highest total was £64,944, set up by the 
late Lord Derby’s stud in 1928. 

The Aga Khan first headed the list of 
winning owners in 1924, and since then 
has repeated the performance 11 times. 
In the history of racing only one owner 
has beaten the Aga Khan’s total this year. 
That was the Duke of Portland who. in 
1889. won £73.858. 

The Aga Khan owes his success mainly 
to his 2-year-olds. The colt Palestine and 
the filly Diableretta were responsible for 
close on £30,000 between them. Each met 
with a final defeat of the season or the 
total would have been greater. 


season 


Because of the Aga Khan’s success. 
Frank Butters is once more the leading 
trainer. with 20 winners of 42 races worth 
£71.721. The partnership between the Aga 
Khan and Frank Butters has now been 
terminated. Butters. while cycling in New- 
market a few weeks ago. was in collision 
with a car. The trainer. now 7] 
years of age. had to be taken to hospital 
and later underwent an operation. He is 
not yet well enough to discuss business 
matters so it is

not known whether he 
will retire or continue to take a smaller 
interest in training. 

The Aga Khan’s horses will next year 
be trained by young Marcus Marsh at 
Newmarket. Charles Smirke has heen re- 
tained as the stable jockey. Marsh is a 
son of the late Richard Marsh. who was 
the Royal trainer for many years and 
had notable successes with Persimmon. Dia- 
mond Jubilee. etc. Marsh was an air gun- 
ner in the Royal Air Foree during the 
war and spent several vears as a prisoner 
of war in Germany after his plane had 
been shot down. He won the Derby and 
St. Leger with Windsor Tad in 1934. 

Butters. whose father trained for many 
vears at Newmarket. trained on the Con- 
tinent before the war. He often headed the 


list in Germany, Austria and Italy. It was 
in 1927 that he was appointed to succeed 
the late Mr. George Lambton as Lord 
Derby’s trainer. In the 22 years he has 
heen at Newmarket he has been the lead- 
ing trainer eight times. and_ including 
his successes abroad has won more than 
a million pounds sterling in stake money. 


OTHERS. Lord Derby takes second 
place in the list of winning owners. due 
almost entirely to the victories of Alvcidon. 
the only horse to win the Ascot. Good- 
wood. and Doncaster Cups since Isonomy 
in 1897. M. Marcel Boussac was. third 
in the list of owners. He won 13 races 
with 10 horses to the value of £33.279, 
He will hope to do even better next vear. 
as he has a wonderful collection of 2- 
year-olds. Mrs. M. Glenister follows with 
just over £31.000. though she only won 
six races. One of her was 
Nimbus. who won the 2.000 Guineas and 
Derby. He has now been syndicated as a 
stallion at £3.500 a share. Mr. N. P. Don- 
aldson also won six races. but as Musidora 
1.060 Guineas and Oaks. she 
was mainly responsible for the owner's 
total of £24.526. 

Mr. James V. Rank. who breeds all his 
own horses. had a successful season when 
he won 33 races worth over £22.000. Mr. 
G. R. Hi. Smith’s one winner was Ridge 
Wood. winner of the St. Leger and _ six 
other races valued at £21,658. 

Miss Dorothy Paget won more races 
than other owner. Her 45 winners 
brought in £17.689. Her father. Lord 
Queenborough. died recently. He did not

LEXINGTON, KENTUCKY 
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Rules Revisions 
In Kentucky 


Mimeographed copies of a revised edi- 
tion of the rules of racing have been dis- 
tributed by the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission. The revision is dated Novem- 
ber 11, 1949, and was drawn up by a rules 
committee consisting of Jack S. Young. 
Sam H. McMeekin, and Jack G. Goode. 
who are employed as stewards at various 
tracks in Kentucky and elsewhere. They 
were assisted by Keene Daingerfield. com- 
mission secretary who also serves as a 
steward. The rules are subject to further 
revision before the opening of the racing 
season in Kentucky next spring. but it is 
believed that only minor changes will be 
made, if any. 

Main results of the revision were a 
change in claiming rules. especially as 
they affect 2-year-olds: a restatement of 
the section on corrupt practices (prin- 
cipally stimulation) so that it may be 
more clearly understood; and the deletion 
of several terms and definitions not appli- 
cable to racing as it now is conducted. The 
original body of rules had been established 
in about 1906. when the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission was created. 

The former rule governing claiming 


races permitted claims to be made by own- 
ers who had had a starter up to and in- 
cluding the race from which a claim was 
to be made. The new rules exempt 2- 
year-olds from this “open” claiming, and 
require that the claimant have a starter 
in the race from which he wishes to claim 
a 2-year-old. Horses over two years old 
may be claimed by anyone who has had 
a starter at the meeting. as under the for- 
mer rules. 

This provision regarding 2-year-olds was 
adopted. Mr. Daingerfield explained, be- 
cause many breeders and owners in Ken- 
tucky start 2-year-olds in claiming races 
in order to estimate their class. The new 
rule protects them against claiming to a 
certain extent, but not to the point where 
the intent of claiming races is circum- 
vented. 

Rule 213, which covers claiming of 
horses older than two, has the added pro- 
vision: “The Stewards shall be sole judges 
of the quality of the horses of the claim- 
ant.” It was explained that this was to 
eliminate. to some extent, the practice of 
building up racing stables by wholesale 
claiming. Under this provision an owner 
may be required to have started, in claim- 
ing races, a horse of class and value com- 
parable to one he intends to claim. 

The claiming rules have been further 
altered by the addition of Section 220: 
“The Stewards shall be the sole judges of 


the validity of a claim, and if the Stewards 
feel that a ‘starter’ was nominated for the 
sole purpose of making its owner eligible 
to claim, they may invalidate the claim.” 

Since the time saliva and urine tests 
became general practice at U. S. race 
tracks. efforts have been made to tighten, 
and at the same time, to clarify. rules and 
definitions covering stimulation. In some 
instances the rules or proposed rules have 
been long and involved. The Kentucky 
rules have been re-stated, with a view to 
making them as simple and as effective as 
possible. avoiding technical language. 
Their principal elements. so far as defiini- 
tions are concerned: 


248. No horse to which has been administered 
any forbidden narcotic, stimulant, depressant. 
or local anaesthetic shall be eligible to start. 

A forbidden narcotic is a narcotic the sale, 
possession, or use of which is prohibited by 
Federal, State or local laws or regulations. 

A stimulant, a depressant, a local anaesthetic 
shall mean such substances as are commonly 
used by the medical or veterinary professions 
to produce such effects, and which are defined 
as such in accepted scientific publications. 


If a chemical analysis of saliva, urine, 
or other substance taken from a horse in- 
dicates the presence of a forbidden drug, 
it shall be considered prima facie evidence 
that the forbidden substance had been ad- 
ministered to the horse. The horse then 
shall be suspended. and the stewards shall 
conduct an investigation and hold a hear-

ing. No ruling will be made until the 
hearing has been completed. The trainer. 
and the stable foreman or the groom in di- 
rect charge of the horse, shall be sus- 
pended or ruled off if the inquiry de- 
velops that a horse had been given a 


forbidden drug. 


The rule specifying that five horses of 
different interests must start in a race 
has been altered to require six horses. 
The rule states that unless six horses of 
different interests start. the race may be 


declared off. 


Another addition states that statistics as 
published in recognized foreign record 
books shall be considered in determining 
the eligibility of imported horses racing in 
Kentucky. 

In line with rules recently adopted by 
several commissions to bar unsuccessful 
horses, Rule 106 of the Kentucky book 
states that “No maiden five years old or 
older shall be allowed to start.” This is 
not so severe as in some of the other 
states, where they are refused stall room. 


The rule regarding the licensing of new 
trainers has been tightened. An applicant 
now is required to file written statements 
from two reputable persons as to his repu- 
tation and capability. and he also must un- 
dergo an examination by the stewards or 
other duly appointed persons. The exam- 
inations, it is understood, will be oral. 


and will cover the general details of train- 
ing horses. 

The “old-time” apprentice rule has been 
reinstated, without qualification. It states 
that an apprentice may claim a five-pound 
weight allowance in overnight races, ex- 
cept handicaps, during the year for which 
his license has been granted, and for one 
year from the date of his first winner. or as 
long thereafter until he has ridden 40 
winners. Previously an apprentice had 
been allowed a three-pound allowance for 
an additional year if and when riding for 
his original contract employer. 

The foregoing accounts for the major 
alterations. Other rules have been changed. 
but mainly in the direction of restating 
them more clearly. 


SPEED 


Among the feats to be mulled over 
around racing’s Hot Stove League this 
winter is Coaltown’s world-record mile in 
1:34 at Washington Park, but there is 
one man who was not surprised by the 
performance. In fact John Miller, for 22 
years the official timer at New York tracks 
until his retirement in 1947 at the age 
of 86, saw it coming several years ago. 

Miller, who began his long association 
with the Turf as a rider in the 1870's. 
saw Salvator run his famed mile in 1:35 
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down the straight course at old Mon- 
mouth Park. In discussing the vulner- 
ability of records several years ago Miller 
said, “I think the improvement in the 
construction of race tracks has a lot to 
do with new records. The California and 
Chicago tracks today are so speedy that 
any mark is liable to tumble.” 


First notable confirmation of Miller’s 
observation came in 1948, when *Shan- 
non 2nd ran a mile and a quarter at Gold- 
en Gate Fields, California, in 1:5944. 
This also confirmed the long-disputed rec- 
ord of Whisk Broom 2nd. which had been 
grudgingly credited with a mile and a 
quarter in 2:00. a performance which 
Miller saw and always held to be correct. 
Then this year at Chicago’s Washington 
Park, Coaltown ripped off a new world’s 
record for the mile. 


Miller still travels from his home at 
Ardsley. N. Y.. to the races, and was on 
hand at the closing day of the Empire 
City meeting to see Flying Missel set a 
new world’s record of 3:3245 for the 
rarely run distance of two and a sixteenth 


miles. TRA.

A total of 81 horses bought at the sales 
left Kentucky for points west. They prob- 
ably will continue to be used for racing 
and breeding, but for all practical pur- 
poses many of them have heen retired 
from the major racing and breeding pic- 
ture. Most of them went to such states 
as Missouri, Colorado, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Kansas, Oklahoma. 
Iowa, and Wyoming.

John A. Beach, president of the Equine 
Pharmaceutical Corporation, came from 
New York to watch the sales. talk vitamins 
with horsemen, and visit his Kentucky 
dealers. 


At least one observer at the sales be- 
lieves that the market for breeding stock 
was affected by the recent devaluation of 
the English pound sterling. Some of the 
money which ordinarily would have been 
available at Lexington in the fall is be- 
ing diverted to purchases abroad, he said. 


In last week’s collection of sales notes 
it was reported that Eddie Metz, with Ira 
Drymon, has leased a portion of the for- 
mer Silas Mason farm on the Versailles 


road, at Lexington, and is operating a 
general boarding establishment. It is Joe 
Metz, brother to Eddie Metz, who is Mr. 
Drymon’s partner. Eddie Metz also breeds 
horses, but he is a business man at Cov- 
ington, Ky., and is not associated in the 
Lexington enterprise. 


ELIMINATION. During the October 
yearling sales at Keeneland, Trainer Pete 
Francis suggested to some other horsemen 
that poor performers could be eliminated 
from racing if each track would schedule 
special races for them. They would be 
entered to be claimed for the value of the 
track’s minimum purse. and all of them 
would be taken over by the race track 
for that price, and retired from racing. 

Last week Nicolas de Las Casas, of 
Caracas, Venezuela, visited the Blood- 
Horse office and displayed a racing pro- 
gram from the Hipodromo Nacional, at 
Caracas. It included an “elimination” race 
under much the same conditions as sug- 
gested by Mr. Francis. Each horse was 
entered for what in effect was claiming 
price of $418. After the race the track 
took over the horses and disposed of them 
in various ways. Such races appear fre- 
quently on Venezuelan programs, Mr. de 
Las Casas said.

zuela for racing. Many U. S. horses race 
in his country, Mr. Las Casas said. but 
a number also are South American-breds, 
one of the successful racers in Venezuela 
is the 3-year-old Balladier colt Fayette 
County, which now performs under the 
name Regional.

LARGE DISPERSALS OF RECENT YEARS 


According to available information, the dispersal of the Estate of Crispin Oglebay, 
at Keeneland on November 18, set a new all-time American high for breeding stock 
dispersals, both in regard to average price per head and high price for a broodmare. 
Nine broodmares sold for a total of $308,000, average $34,222, with a top price of 
$61,000, for *Uvira 2nd. 

Several mares in recent years have almost equaled *Uvira 2nd’s price of $61,000, 
but none has come up to it. Robert J. Kleberg paid $50,000 for Sun Lady at the 
Villa Farms dispersal at Keeneland last summer. J. P. (Sammy Smith) bought 
Highclere at the W. H. LaBoyteaux dispersal in 1947 for $57,100, and Whirlabout was 
sold for $49,000 in 1948, which topped the L. B. Mayer dispersal of broodmares. Some 
younger mares, which were sold for racing as well as breeding, have brought higher 
prices at auction, but available records indicate that *Uvira 2nd represents a new 
American record for a broodmare sold at auction. 

In the table below, the top American dispersals of recent years have been listed 
in chronological order. The Oglebay average of $34,222 for nine broodmares repre- 
sents a new high. Including the sale of Oglebay horses-in-training, the over-all average 
drops to $26,753, which is still a higher average than any on record.

Broodmares should be given vermi- 
fuge regularly in order to lessen the seed- 
ing of the pasture on which the foals 
will graze. Maiden and barren mares 
should be wormed before the breeding sea- 
son begins. Foaling mares may be wormed 
before they are too heavy with foal, or as 
after foaling as they are on full

Since the large round worms (ascarids) 
are troublesome in young foals. it is custom- 
ary to use a vermifuge which will de- 


stroy them as well as the bloodworms 
(strongyles) when worming the young 
foal. Carbon tetrachloride or oil of 


chenopodium with turpentine and mineral 
oil may be used. At other times and for 
all other classes of horses. phenothiazine 
is the medicine of choice. It is not as 
harmless as it was once thought to be, yet 
it is very reliable when correctly used 
on horses that are well cared for. The 
dose should be small. and if there is any 
reason for being cautious (as for example 
the presence of diarrhea) then the dose 
may he given in the feed over a period 
of several days. 


Horses in training can be wormed dur- 
ing some slack period when they are be- 
ing “let down.” Although they are the 
best cared for group of horses and should 
he practically free from parasites. we are 
all aware of the fact that horses in train- 
ing are allowed to nibble grass while be- 
walked. and these nibbling areas are 
located where a great many horses have 
access to them. Here one is likely to find 
a very heavy seeding of parasite eggs. 
and it is in such a spot that a voung 
horse. although stabled most of the time. 
will pick up a very heavy infestation. 


ing 


The treatment of the horse is only one 
phase of the control of the parasites. You 
will have noted that before a horse can be 
successfully wormed. the parasite must 
have gone through the entire body of the 
horse. Some of the larvae will have died 
in his muscles. some will have scarred 
his liver. others will have roughened his 
arteries. 

In order to kill them before this damage 
is done. a system of control must be initi- 
ated which will allow as few parasites as 
possible to be ingested by the foal. This 
system of parasite control consists of: 

1. Stocking a pasture with as_ few 
horses as possible. (If some years pro- 
duce grass in excess of what the horses 
will eat. then other species of animals 
should be brought into the pasture to feed. 
but not more horses.)

2. Using mineral fertilizers and/or 
well rotted manure instead of fresh ma- 
nure and straw from the stables for pas- 
ture dressing. (It will be cheaper in the 
long run to put fresh straw in the corners 
where a little blow has started than it will 
be to economise and spread out a little 
used straw from the stables.) 

3. Using system of pasture rotation. 

4. Harrowing with a chain in order to 
break up the piles of droppings and ex- 
pose the parasite eggs to the vicissitudes 
of weather. 

5. Picking up the droppings from the 
pastures and paddocks frequently, daily if 
possible. 

All of the points heretofore mentioned 
may be successfully incorporated within a 
system to control strongyle infestations. 
However, since this article was first writ- 
ten, a pertinent study has been reported 
by Dr. A. C. Todd and associates in 
Bulletin 536 of the University of Ken- 
tucky. This bulletin reports that as a 
result of a survey of six representative 
nurseries in central Kentucky, it was 
noted that no methods of hygienic prac- 
lice or animal management were suflicient 
in themselves to control worm infections. 

The control of internal parasites was 
found to be absolutely dependent upon 
eficient use of anthelmintics. Dr. W. W. 
Dimock has written (Veterinary Medicine, 
March, 1949) of the effectiveness of feed- 
ing two grams of phenothiazine in a 
palatable vehicle in the feed of adult ani- 
mals each day for the first 21 days of 
every month, The tests for this work were 
made over a period of three years on 
five different farms. The 
good. 


results were 

The critical time of the battle againsi 
the strongyles is during the youth of the 
horse. Until the present time there has 
been no attempt to treat internal para- 
sites in the foal until the adult worms 
were present in the digestive tract. 

In the meanwhile, these parasites passed 
through many of the vital organs of the 
foal. The new low-level treatment with 
phenothiazine not only eliminates the 
problem of the heavily infested dam but 
also enables the foal to ingest a small 
amount of anthelmintic as soon as it be- 
gins to nibble grain from the dam’s feed 
box. There is a strong possibility that 
certain infective larvae may be destroyed 
because of this before they can start on 
their destructive journey. 

recapitulation: Every measure of 
strongyle control ought to be considered. 
Efficient use of anthelmintics is necessary 
in any system of parasite elimination. The 
low-level phenothiazine treatment is the 
only anthelmintic treatment so far pro- 
posed which combines hygienic practices 
with direct treatment of the young foal

A 
system to control the infestation of the 
horse by internal parasites should be in- 
augurated on every ranch and horse farm.

take such an active part in racing as his 
daughter but had a classic suecess when 
St. Louis won the 2.000 Guineas in 1922. 

The Sledmere Stud had a successful sea- 
son and comes third on the list of breeders 
with £31,040. the result of 20 victories. 
The Belair Stud. U.S.A.. is credited with 
three winners of seven races worth £16.- 
388. due to the victories of Black Tar- 
quin and Lone Eagle. It looks as if Lone 
Eagle may be one of our brightest hopes 
for the 1950 Cup races. He may have 
lacked the class of Black Tarquin but 
was the most consistent of all the stay- 
ing 3-year-olds. If only he could have 
found a little more finishing speed he 
might well have been our best staying 
3-year-old. Tf all goes well with him we 
shall be fortunate if we can find one 
better for the Gold Cup at Ascot. What- 
ever his fate, he will not be beaten for 
lack of stamina. 

Gordon Richards was once more out 
on his own amongst the jockeys. He rode 
261 winners and it was his second-best 
season. At the age of 45 he is riding 
with better judgment and greater power 
than ever. It was the 22nd time he has 
been the champion jockey, and he has 
only about 40 more winners to ride to 
reach the 4,000 mark. 


Nearco topped the list of winning stal- 
lions with 30 winners of 49 races. His son 
Nasrullah came third with 15 winners of 
33 races worth £41,372. Between them they 
were responsible for the four classic races 
won by Nimbus and Musidora. 

They were split by Bois Roussel, whose 
stock won 41 races worth £49.657. Fair 
Trial has been very consistent and takes 
fourth place with £40,759, the result of 
46 victories achieved by 27 horses. The 
French stallion Djebel might top the list 
if his French successes were included. In 
England 10 of his stock won 14 races 
worth £28.778. Blue Peter had 23 win- 
ners of 39 races worth £27.598 but Big 
Game. after heading the list last year, 
has now dropped down to Ith place. 
Hyperion is seventh and as a sire of 2- 
year-old winners Dante, in his first season, 
has eclipsed all the others. His eight win- 
ning 2-year-olds secured 19 races, just 


short of £20,000.
